POND AND DEL VALLE. 


The Standard-Bearers Who Will Lead 
the Democracy. 


SCENES IN THE CONTENTION. 


Noise and Confusion the Order 
When the Resalt Was 
Announced. 


[FROM OCR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.]. 


San Jose, August 21st.—Pond is the 
man. The combination mentioned in my 
dispatch at midnight was evidently car­ 
ried out, for Pond was nominated on the 
second ballot, and by the Bnckley votes 
that were for Coleman yesterday. Pond’s 
following from all over the State was so 
large, however, that his nomination seems 
to give great satisfaction to the majority of 
the Democrats who are not members of 
the Convention. • 
The Coleman and English men say they 
will support the ticket, but the battle has 
left scars that will not heal in a day. 
There was an almost universal sentiment 
that English ought to have the nomination, 
on acconnt of his services to tbe party, bnt 
the very men who proclaimed that senti­ 
ment voted for the sake of policy. They 
said they must have a strong man to beat 
Markham, and that Pond was the only 
man who coaid carry San Francisco 
against him. 
Coleman's friends are sore. They feel 
that they were treacherously treated in some 
quarters. Whether they will enter the 
campaign with much enthusiasm for Pond 
remains to be seen. If the election were 
held to-morrow he would not get many of 
their votes. 
NOISE AND CONFUSION. 
The forenoon session of the Convention 
to-day was one of the most remarkable in 
the history of the State. For noise and 
confusion it was never surpassed and sel­ 
dom equaled. 
, . -. 
The glaring incompetency of the Secre­ 
taries made the matter worse, and half of 
the time it was impossible for any one 
to tell what waB going on. A mob of 
frantic politicians were permitted to crowd 
upon the stage which had been set'apart 
for the use of the reporters, and effectually 
prevented them from doing their work as it 
ought to be done. 
• J 
The scene during the roll-calls and at the 
announcement of the votes was. as wild 
and tumultous as the imagination can pic­ 
ture. There were about 3,000 peqple in the 
building, which crowded it .to. its utmost 
capacity. 
The galleries were filled with 
ladles, and they joined the men in making 
as much noise as possible. 
During the first roll-call there seemed to 
be about as many friends of one candidate 
as another among the audience, judging 
from the applause and cheers, but when on 
the second ballot the tide turned in favor 
of Pond the crowd went with it, and they 
YELLED FOB POND 
As loudly as they had done before for Eng­ 
lish and Coleman. When the nomination 
of Pond was announced, and the motion of 
Del Yalle that it be made unanimous was 
carried, the enthusiasm knew no bounds. 
The ladles in the galleries waved their 
handkerchiefs and beat their fans to pieces 
upon the railing. 
The members monnted chairs and yelled 
themselves hoarse, while cheer after cheer 
went up for the victor. He was rushed 
upon the stage by a body of his friends and 
endeavored to speak, but it was some time 
before his voice could be heard at all. 
Behind him stood W. D. English, one of 
the defeated candidates, waving his hand­ 
kerchief over the victor’s head. Finally 
the noise subsided sufficiently to allow 
Pond to briefly express his thanks to the 
Convention, and promise a vigorous cam­ 
paign. When through, the crowd yelled 
for English. 
Mr. English made a brief and serious 
speech in which he pledged himself to 
work vigorously lor the standard-bearer. 
He took occasion, also, to denounce the 
Examiner for its unfair treatment of him. 
He had been a friend of the journal all his 
life. 
Paulsell was then called out, thanked 
his friends for their support, and pre­ 
dicted a Democratic victory in November. 
There were load calls for Coleman, but 
that gentleman did not put in an appear­ 
ance. A delegate announced, however, 
that he was authorized to state that Mr, 
Coleman would be found working vigor­ 
ously for the ticket during the campaign. 
A RECESS TAKEN. 
After this remarkably vigorous and in­ 
teresting contest the Convention took a 
recess till 2 o’clock, to give the delegates a 
chance to congratulate the victor and taste 
his hospitality at the Auzerais House, 
where he was escorted by a band of music. 
COLEMAN GREETED WITH APPLAUSE. 
As soon as the Convention reconvened, 
James V. Coleman appeared upon the plat­ 
form and was greeted with a storm of ap­ 
plause. He said his Democracy was above 
his candidacy, and ne always would be 
that way. Any man that salked in his tent 
during this campaign was not a Democrat. 
His coat would be taken off and would be 
off until the announcement of the Demo­ 
cratic victory in November. 
Coleman’s speech created another bnrst 
of enthosiasm, and he was cheered for fully 
five minutes. 
It was noticeable that when English de­ 
nounced the Examiner he was applauded 
by almost all the delegates and, the entire 
crowd. There seems to be a very bitter 
feeline in the Democratic ranks against 
that journal. It is eaid that the prompt 
nomination of 
JOHN P. IRISH FOB CONGRESS 
From the Third District was largely due to 
this feeling of resentment and antagonism 
to the Examiner. At all events his nomi­ 
nation has created great enthnsiasm among 
the Democrats, even with those who do 
not reside in his district, and many a dele­ 
gate said he wished he lived in the Third 
District in order that he might help Irish 
in his fight. 
Now that the fight for Governor is over, 
interest in the proceedings of the Conven­ 
tion will be mainly confined to politicians 
and friends of those seeking places on the 
ticket. If it were not for the incompetency 
of the Secretaries the work of the Conven­ 
tion might easily be completed to-cight, 
bat it is likely to take all day to-morrow to 
finish it np. 
DEL VALLE FOR LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 
There was no opposition to the unani­ 
mous nomination of R. F. Del Yalle when 
his name was presented by Senator Jones 
of Butte, but it gave Budd of San Joaquin 
and White of Los Angeles another chance 
to air heir eloquence, and considerable 


time was taken up in long, eulogistic 
speeches. 
Del Valle was called out and made an­ 
other long speech, explaining why he had 
steadily refused to be a candidate and now 
accepted the nomination. 
The long speeches nominating candi­ 
dates for Justices of the Supreme Court 
were very tiresome, and thinned the au­ 
dience out until there were plenty of empty 
seats.

YESTERDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
Mayor Pond Nom inated for Governor on 
the Fourth Ballot. 
San Jose, August 21st.—The Democratic 
Convention met at 10 o’clock this morning- 
The crowds in attendance were greater, if 
possible, than yesterday, and intense inter­ 
est was manifested in the coming ballots 
and speculation as to the result was freely 
indulged in on all sides. 
THE THIRD BALLOT. 
. oil call for the third ballot on the Gub­ 
ernatorial nomination was ordered as soon 
as the Convention met. 
Tbe ballot resalted, after a number of 
changes, as follows:

Paulsell................................................................... 21 
When the ballot had been completed an 
attempt was made by friends of Pond and 
Coleman to stampede the Convention in 
the direction of their favorites. Yolo county 
led off by changing three votes to Pond, 
making the delegation solid for that gen­ 
tleman. Then members of the San Fran- 
cisoo delegation began changing from Eng­ 
lish to Coleman. It was believed that the 
final break bad come, and there was a scene 
of the wildest excitement. Hundreds of ex­ 
cited men arose to their feet, gesticulating 
wildly and shouting, “Roll call!” “Roll 
call!’’ and yelling out points of order. 
Finally Stephen M. White secured atten­ 
tion and said that tbe Secretaries could not 
keep a record of the individual changee in a 
way that would be satisfactory. 
As tbe roll-call had been completed he 
urged that it be called again, when those 
so desiring would have opportunity to 
change. 
Pond’s friends were opposed to this, 
as they were evidently getting the best 
of changes, but the motion for another 
roll-call was begun amid great excite­ 
ment. 
Every vote for Pond or Coleman was 
cheered, the ladies in the galleries joining 
in and waving their handkerchiefs as 
the votes were cast favorable to their 
favorites. 
The calling of the roll for the fourth 
ballot had to be stopped a number of 
times until the delegates became quiet 
enough to allow the announcement of votes 
to be heard. 
The contest was narrowing down to 
Pond and Coleman, and every time a 
change was announced in favor of either 
there was the greatest excitement. 
It was next to impossible to hear the an­ 
nouncement of votes. Pond was gaining 
in almost every county. San Francisco 
announced that they gave Pond 140 votes.

AN ENTHUSIASTIC SCENE. 
The scene following the announcement 
of the result of the fourth ballot beggars de­ 
scription. The entire audience arose and 
cheered again and again. At least two- 
thirds of the delegates monnted their 
chairs, and there was a waving of banners, 
hats, handkerchiefs and fans. The din was 
kept np several minutes, and finally Del 
Valle of Los Angeles moved that the nom­ 
ination of Pond be made unanimous. 
The motion carried with a mighty shout 
of "aye,” and then there were loud cries 
for Pond. 
He came forward to the platform, and 
there was another exciting scene of enthn­ 
siasm. When he could be heard, Mayor 
Pond promised to make a vigorous cam­ 
paign, and thanked tbe Convention for the 
honor of the nomination. 
A. C. Paulsell also made a brief speech, 
pledging his active support to the nominee. 
The Convention then adjourned until

It Seriously Affect* Business In the Mo­ 
haw k Valley. 
New Y ork, August 21st. — Secretary 
Hayes of the Executive Board announced 
this afternoon that on Monday next, at 
Albany, a meeting of District Assembly, 
No. 246, wonld be held, at which the Ex­ 
ecutive Board would be present for the 
parpóse of consultation. At this meeting 
each of the local assemblies will send from 
three to five delegates, and there will be 
present from 600 to 700 members from that 
section of tbe State lying adjacent to the 
Central road frqm New York to Buffalo.

a gen era l str ik e probable. 
N ew Y o r k, August 21st.—This day has 
been to the labor leaders here like a pause 
in the battle, or rather to say, it has been 
to them a day of preparation after a dec­ 
laration and before a set to. Never before 
has Powderiy been personally in the heat 
of a Contest like the one oelieved to be 
coming. He never yet ordered a strike, 
and feels some pride in the record of 
peace which he feels is his. There is little 
doubt however, about his determination in 
thi9 case. His men say he is here to stay, 
and the Executive Board says its head- 
nusrters during the strike, if one is 
ordered, will be in this city. 
It is clear that Powderiy and his cabinet 
intend, if tbe strike is made general, that 
the responsibility shall be brought just as 
close as possible to the rank and file. 
This purpose underlies the orders of the 
Board to Master Workman Lee to convene 
his District Assembly, also the order which 
has gone up the river to convene their Dis­ 
trict Assembly on Monday. 
At these meetings the local assemblies 
will voice their disposition as to a general 
strike, and the result will be that fair con­ 
cessions of opinion among the men may be 
had.The federations of the supreme body will 
not meet til) Saturday, and will probably 
commnnicate their determination to the 
Knights here that night or Sunday. The 
Albany District Assembly, whose action 
will be influential in the evident plan laid 
out by Powderiy to make the men them­ 
selves declare the strike general, does not 
meet tilt Monday, as stated. 
A fair conclusion from facts and circum­ 
stances is that the grand strike, if it is to 
come, will not fall before next week. 
To-day Powderiy has been preparing 
the following, which was made public to­ 
night: “For some time the managers of 
the New York Central and Hudson River 
Railway have been discharging employes 
who have been active in' labor matters. 
It happens that all of these who have been 
dismissed are members of the Order of the 
Knights of Labor, and have at one time or 
another been officers of the Order or served 
on committees which waited on the offi­ 
cials with a view of remedying existing 
grievances. 
"These discharges became so frequent, 
and were so clearly evidence of a settled 
purpose on the part of the company to dis­ 
rupt aud destroy the organization of the 
Knights of Labor upon the Central system, 
that the Executive Board of District As­ 
sembly No. 246, in which the Knights of 
Labor npon the system are enrolled, found 
it necessary to call a special meeting to 
consider the situation. In the meantime 
the General Executive Board, having been 
apprised of the condition of affairs, sent one 
of its members, J. J. Holland, to New 
York, with instructions to use all possible 
efforts to bring about au amicable adjust­ 
ment of the difficulty, r 
“On his arrival in New York Holland, 
after a conference with a representative of 
the District Assembly, in the course of 
which be obtained full knowledge of the 
trouble from the standpoint of the men, 
waited upon Vice-President Webb. Hol­ 
land stated to Webb that he had called 
npon him to endeavor to adjnst the un- 
p’easantness existing between the company 
and its Knights of Labor employes. Webb 
denied that any trouble was existing be­ 
tween the company and employes. Holland 
told him he, as a member ot the General 
Executive Board of the Knights of Labor, 
bad come at tbe request of the men made 
through the organization to which they be- 
belong—District Assembly No. 246. Webb 
brusquely declared that he wonld not dis­ 
cuss tbe matter with any one not an em­ 
ploye of the company, and closed the in­ 
terview. 
“Finding all efforts to effect a peaceable 
settlement of their grievances impossible, 
and being convinced that it was only a 
qnestion of time and convenience to the 
company when they would one and all be 
discharged, unless they forfeited their man­ 
hood and abandoned their privilege as citi­ 
zens of the conntry by renouncing their 
right to join their fellows in an organiza­ 
tion calculated to protect their just rights, 
without intruding upon those of others, 
the District Executive Board had no al­ 
ternative but to order a strike, which they 
did.”

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THE GUIANA BOUNDARY. 
Fngltgli Gunboats Charged W ith Violat­ 
ing International Law. 
Caracas (Venezuela!, August 2ist.—The 
dispute with EDgland over the Guiana 
boundary continues, and causes much irri­ 
tation. Venezuelans are indignant over 
the recent high-banded proceeding of the 
English in the disputed territory. The 
British gunboat Ready, from Demarara. 
with Commissioner Motruck on board, ar­ 
rived at Punta Barima toward the close of 
last month, and ordered the Captain of a 
Venezuelan vessel, the l-'ara, which was 
guarding the mouth of the Orinoco, to haul 
down hi? coiots. This he was compelled 
to do, submitting to superior force. 
The Government has sent a Commission 
to the spot to investigate the outrage Tbe 
commander of ¿he Fara will be tried by 
court-martial for having yielded without 
making a proper show of resistance. 
The Liberal of this city suggests that an­ 
other vessel be sent to Punta Barima with 
the guns shotted and the flag nailed to the 
mast. "Let the British then do their 
worst,” says the Liberal, “and Venezuela 
can appeal to the United States aud her 
sister Republics in South America, and to 
the British Parliament itself, against such 
a violation of international law.” 


A PANIC IN SCHOOL. 
The Teachers Pow erless to Restrain the 
Terrified Children. 
B e rlin , August list.—A panic occurred 
yesterday in the large public school in 
Friedenstrasse. It seems the children were 
possessed by the idea that the school-house 
was haunted by the spirit of a former 
teacher, who had committed suicide many 
years ago. At noon a girl of the first class 
became hysterical and ran into the main 
hall, crying that the ghost was choking 
her. The pupils rushed from all the class­ 
rooms, catching frantically at their throat8 
and yeiliDg that the ghost was attacking 
them. The teachers were powerless to re 
strain the terrified children, and the stair­ 
cases were soon strewn with them, top­ 
pling over each other. Fortunately, exits 
were ample, and all gained the street with 
slight injuries. The school building is be­ 
ing watched by the police in order to find 
out the cause of the fright.

"Guatemala is victorious. Peace was 
signed yesterday between Guatemala and 
Salvador. Ayala will be President of Sal­ 
vador instead' of Ezeta until legal action 
takes place.”. 
G u atf.m ala, August 21st.—It is under­ 
stood that the intervention on the part of 
the European diplomats in the Salvador- 
Guatemala crisis was taken rtt the in­ 
stance of Minister Mizner. 
Em peror W illiatu. 
N a rv a , August 21st —The military ma­ 
neuvers here will concludeto-morrow. Im­ 
mediately upou their conclusion Emperor 
William will start for Peterbof Palace. 
General Von Scheiniiz. the German Em­ 
bassador to Russia, will give a grand ban­ 
quet to Chancellor Von Caprivi aud other 
members of Emperor William's suite in 
St. Petersburg to-night. 
Guarding Against Cholera. 
L ondon, August 21st —The French Gov­ 
ernment has accepted the Italian Govern­ 
ment’s proposal for a c invention to estab­ 
lish an international maritime service on 
the Ited Sea. The objsct of the proposed 
service is tbe suppression of the cholera. 
England's adhesion is doubtful.

London, August 21st.—A dispatch from 
Erzeroum to the Daily Xews says the Gov­ 
ernment is to supply the Kurds with Mar­ 
tini rifles.

M ontevideo, August 21st — It is reported 
that a French syndicate has offered a loan 
to the Government of Uruguay, for thepnr- 
pose of enabling tbe Government to with­ 
draw its paper currency now in circulation. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 
A JBUt to That End D iscussed in M issis­ 
sippi. 
J ackson* (Miss.), August 21st.—A tinge 
of sentiment colored the proceedings of 
the Constitutional Convention to-day, dur­ 
ing the progress of delegate F. E. Welt’s 
speech in support of the proposition offered 
by himself to confer suffrage upon women. 
F. E. Wells’ resolution is as follows: 
That it is the sense of the Convention that 
a'couditiou necessary to the solution of the 
franchise problem is that the right to vote 
be secured by a proper constitutional en­ 
actment, to every woman w ho shall have re­ 
sided in this State six months, and who 
shall be 24 years of age or upwards, and who 
owns or whose husband, if she has a bus 
band, owns real estate situated in this State 
of a clear value of $300 over and above all 
incumbrance?; the votes of every wnraan 
voting in any election to be cast by some 
male elector, who may be thereunto author­ 
ized in writing by such woman entitled to 
vote, such constitutional enactment not to 
be framed so as to give the woman a right 
to hold office. 
Afier two hoars’ discussion on the reso- 
-lution F. E. Wells struck out the objection­ 
able clauses of bis resolution, and had it 
referred to the Committee on Elections. 
. 
The woman’s suffrage idea is growing in 
favor smong the best minds in the Conven­ 
tion, and unless safety from negro suprem­ 
acy can be reached by other methods, F. E. 
Well’s’ plan or one similar to it will be 
adopted. ’

CENSUS FIGURES. 
Estim ated Population of San Francisco 
and the W hole State. 
W ashington, August 21st.—Replying to 
a request of Representative Morrow, to be 
famished with an estimate of the popula­ 
tion of the State of California, and of the 
c'ty of San Francisco, W . C. Hunt, Special 
Agent of tbe Census Bureau in charge of 


the statistics relating to tbe population of 
the country, writes as folloas; 
“An estimate of the population of the 
State of California, based npon the enum­ 
eration. would indicate a total in round 
numbers of 1,200,000 to 1,210 000, an in­ 
crease in ten years cf from 330,000 to 345,­ 
000. or about forty per cent. 
“For the city of San Francisco the re­ 
sults, as reached for 226 districts on! of 330, 
show a population of 200,488, or an aver­ 
age of 887 persons to the district. Em­ 
ploying this average to the 84 districts ;. r 
which the final figures have not been 
ascertained, it would show a total popula­ 
tion, aside f oni the purelv Chinese dis- 
triets, of 274.996. to which should be also 
added 2 800 persons resident in insti­ 
tutions for wbicb special enumerators 
were appointed. Of tbe eleven pure­ 
ly 
Chinese districts, 
four 
districts 
for 
which 
the count 
has 
beeu 
completed show a population of 8,069, 
oran average of 1,767 to the district. Ap­ 
plying this average to the seven districts 
for which final results have r.oi been 
reached, it would indicate a population for 
the eleven Chinese districts of 19,438. The 
results may be summarized as follows: 
226 districts (actual count), 200,488: dis­ 
tricts estimated, 74.5418; institutions, esti­ 
mated, 2,800; four Chinese districts, actual 
count, 7,069; seven Chinese districts, esti­ 
mated, 12,369; total. 297,234. 
The population of San Francisco in 1880 
was 233 959, on the basis of the estimates 
jU9t given for 1890 the increase since 1880 
is 63,275 or 27 04 per cent 
OUR GL0BI0U8 C0UNTRY. 
The S u i Never S«t« on the United States 
of Am erica. 
By a study of the latitudes and longi­ 
tudes on the coast, one can see that the 
sun never sets on the United States. That 
has been called the glory of Great Britain 
and was immortalized in one of the 
speeches of Daniel Webster. Now it is 
the glory of our own country, too. Since 
the purchase of Russian America, the 
farthest Aleutian island, stretching out 
toward Japan, is as far west of Sau Fran­ 
cisco as Eastport, Maine, is east of San 
Francisco. If you will look at the map 
you will see that our republic extends 
through 196 degrees of longitude, or more 
than Half way around the world. When 
the sun sets on the Aleutian island it is an 
hour high on the eastern coast of Maine, 
and both the setting and rising Min shin­ 
ing on American citizens of the republic. 
It was the Republican party, in its 
thoughtful regard of the country and its 
destiny, that thus placed 8an Francisco in 
the center of the republic east and west, 
instead of being on the extreme verge of 
the western border. The possibilities of 
Alaska are wonderful. Already it has 
reaped to us more than it cost, ami thou­ 
sands of millions more lie in its mineral 
wealth and fisheries. 
CONGRESSIONAL. 
IN THE SENATE. 
Washington. August 2lst —The Senate this 
mom'ng, after spending some time considering 
Plumb's resolution prohibiting liquor selling or 
drinking in the senate wing of the Capitol, took 
up the tariff bill. 
The peuding question in the tariff bill was 
McPherson's amendment referring to table- 
knives. steels, butcher knives, etc , and imposes 
compound duties on them according to value 
and classification. The amendment is to sub­ 
stitute for these dnties an unfair rate of 39 per 
cent, ad valorem. 
The bill was temporarily laid aside, and the 
conference report ou the bill for an increase in 
the clerical force of the Pension Office was pre­ 
sented and agreed to. 
Evarts presented a telegram from the mi tu­ 
bers of the (irant Monument Association in SVw 
York protesting against the proposed removal of 
Grant s remains to Washington. 
Consideration of the tariff bill was resimed, 
and the peuding amendment rejected.

O rganization in G reat Disasters. 
There are several measures not strietly 
sanitary, hut most necessary, to which the 
sanitarian should give heed before his own 
special work occupies his attention. If the 
officers of the district have been lost or in 
any way rendered inefficient,a strong govern­ 
ment must be at once organized, and the 
district placed under efficient control, that 
lawlessness and anarchy do not prevail. 
At Johnstown the people named a “dicta­ 
tor,” who decided all questions of govern­ 
ment and kept the region in order. The 
distress which lawlessness produces must 
cot be tolerated. The organization of re­ 
lief corps to succor the injured and dying, 
and to organize temporary hospitals, should 
receive the next attention of the sanita­ 
rian. So soon as the government is assured, 
and temporary relief is progressing satis­ 
factorily, he may advise the proper com­ 
mittee as to what will lieneedediu the way 
of food, clothing, shelter and medical 
stores. These will be required in large 
quantities; but in the United States, at 
least, we can safely rely upon the conntry 
at large to supply these things promptly. 
For shelter, tents can be had from theState 
Governors by applying to them.—6. G. 
Groff, J/. /)., in the Popular Science Monthly.

It is sworn to in elaborate detail and 
great fullness by seventeen witnesses and 
four physicians, th a t the man was dead 
w ithin seven seconds, probably w ithin 
three, and was incapable of sensation'after 
the hundredth part of a second. 
It is ad­ 
mitted th at his breast heaved and air 
passed his lips from the lungs, when the 
current was shut off. 
But it is testified by 
the physicians th at this was not evidence 
of life. 
It was muscular reaction due to 
relaxation of the tension induced by the 
electrical cunents. 
Now as to the return to the rope as a 
better means of execution. 
Let us turn 
with the New York Evening Post to the 
report of the commission which recom­ 
mended the new law and read therein 
scenes which so often accompany hang­ 
ings—“struggles lasted fully ten minutes 
after the fall of the drop;" “he succeeded 
in thrusting his hands between the rope 
and his throat, and thus, resisting and 
struggling to the last, died;” “for a fourth 
tim e Bounsfield raised him self and ob­ 
tained a foothold; again he was thrust off 
and Calcraft, throwing him self upon the 
suspended body, by main force strangled 
him at last;” “the rope broke and the 
crim inal fell alive to the ground, and after 
an hour’s delay was hanged a second 
time;” “his neck was not broken; the folds 
of the shroud heaved and twisted agon­ 
izedly; the convulsions continued a few 
minutes.” 
This is the form of execution 
a return to which, through the agency of 
newspaper publicity, certain of the press 
think would be a blessing. 
To this can be added the testimony of 
reporters of the R e c o r d -U n io n who have 
attended very many hanging executions. 
In all instances except two, out of a score 
or more, there was tw itching of the body 
or contortion of the limbs, or struggles 
with the hands, or cries from the throat, 
or froth from the lips, or heaving of the 
breast and abdomen, for from one to ten 
minutes after the drop fell, and in two 
cases, fifteen minutes after. 
In many cases 
all the movements specified were notice­ 
able, in several two or more of them were 
noted. 
In nearly one-third of the cases the 
victims were choked to death and died 
slowly by strangulation. 
In one case the 
head was jerked from the body, in another 
the rope broke and the tortured man was 
swung up ten minutes later, in the mean­ 
time bleeding from the lungs and suflering 
indescribable 
agonies. 
In about two- 
thirds of the cases the features were hor­ 
ribly distorted, the tongue protruded and 
the eyes started from th eir sockets. 
In 
Ivemmler’s case the countenance was nor­ 
mal in its appearance, and there was no 
external evidence of his having suffered

EXECUTIONS BY ELECTRICITY, AGAIN. 


The cool and im partial verdict of the 
witnesses to the execution of Kemmler by 
th e electrical alternating current, as certi­ 
fied to the Executive, is that the convicted 
man was painlessly and instantly put to 
death. 
The machinery was not operated 
as it should have been, nevertheless the 
execution was a success, as the law con­ 
tem plated it should be. 
B ut we have the singular spectacle now 
presented of a large portion of the press 
pronouncing the execution a failure, de­ 
claring that the sufferings of the man were 
horrible, and that there should be a return 
to the rope a9 a means of execution. 
All 
this is said upon the basis of reports made 
by sensational writers who were not pres­ 
ent, but were excluded under the law. The 
chief reason for the vehement condemna­ 
tio n of electrical execution is th at after 
sixteen seconds the chest heaved and there 
was ex p iratio n from the lungs, accom­ 
panied 
by a gurgling sound.

D r . R. A. G u n n of New York, Presi­ 
dent of a prom inent society of that city, 
in a recent paper treat/, of the erotic ten­ 
dency of the modern novel, deploring it, 
but suggests th at Tolstoi’s “K reutzer So­ 
nata” may be less objectionable in the 
original tongue than in the translation, 
and he adds > “I think Tolstoi really 
wants to convey a good lesson. 
If his 
book could be used as a physiological 
lecture, or could be inculcated as a lesson 
for young married people, it would he of 
great value, but in the form of a novel 
people lose sight of the moral and remem- 
bar only its erotic features. 
The question 
discussed in the book is one of great im ­ 
portance, especially in the present state of 
society. 
And here I would say that, to 
my mind, Anthony Comstock has made a 
great mistake in his efforts to suppress all 
books bearing on private physiology, for 
there is a great need of popularizing 
knowledge pn that subject. 
W hen people 
get to the age when they care to read 
such books, they are certainly more likely 
to lie benefited than harmed by them.” 
There is some truth in this criticism ; 
the suggestion that private physiology is 
not understood as it should be by the 
masses of the people is unquestionably 
true. 
W ere it otherwise, there would be 
far less of human misery. 
Ignorance of 
any laws necessary for us to understand, 
is a breeder of woe and suflering, and 
where the ignorance relates to physical 
laws, the laws of nature, it cannot fail of 
a harvest of suflering.

P e rro n s R e sp o n sib le fo r F o re s t F ire s a re 
L ia b le to P u n is h m e n t. 
T h e Com m issioner of the G eneral Land 
Office Las undertaken the difficult task of 
protecting the forests on G overnm ent land 
from destruction by sum m er fires, so often 
started through the carelessness of cam pers, 
and som etim es by sheep-ow ners for the 
purpose of destroying undeibrusb. T he 
follow ing circular, sim ilar to the one sent 
out Inst sum m er, has been published : 
“ The attention of the public is called to 
the fact th at large quantities of tim ber are 
annually destroyed by forest fires, w hich in 
m any cases originated tbrougb the careless­ 
ness’ of hu n tin g , prospecting and other 
cam ping parties, while in som e instances 
they m ay occur throngh design. 
I take 
this m ethod of w arning all persons that 
hereafter the cause and the origin of all 
sum m er fires w ill be closely investigated, 
and where the fires is ascertained to have 
originated th r.u g h carelessness qr design, 
the parties im plicated will be prostcuted to 
the full extent of the law. 
Special lim ber 
agents are 
hereby directed 
to proceed 
against the oflenders under the local laws 
of the States ar.d Territories, relating to the 
unlaw ful setting out ot fires, in w hich the 
the sam e m ay occur. 
The public generally 
are requested to aid the officers of the Gov­ 
ernm ent in etT >rts to check the evil referred 
to and tne punishm ent of all oflenders.”

BRIEF NOTES. 


The river marked 12 feet 11 inches yes­ 
terday, and is falling slowly. 
The steamer San Joaquin No. 2 went up 
the river yesterday with a light barge. 
A divorce has been granted by Judge Van 
Fleet to Mamie Samuels from Estil Sam ­ 
uels, on the ground of cruelty.

This increase was probably due chiefly to 
the unusually heavy shipments of fruit.

A silo is a cellar, made as air­ 
tight as possible, with a cement floor and a 
close-fitting door or cover, wherein green 
food is kept fresh for many m onths.

SCARCITY e ? MONEY. 


The Stringency Believed to be of Only 
Sbort D u ratio n . 
New Y’o rk , August 21st.—A prom inent 
financial writer says in the Pott this after­ 
noon: The fact is that money was scarce and 
loaned this forenoon as high as 50 per cent, 
ic this market, concurrent with a reduc­ 
tion in the Bank of England rate of dis­ 
count to 4 per cent, instead of 5, and that 
*11 the time for the last week or two while 
money has been ranging from 10 to 50 
here, it has been 31 to 34 in London, and 
that this enormous difference in rates has 
not caused any movement of money this 
way, or caused any considerable break yet 
in "the rates for exchange. This anomaly 
is difficult to account for, except upon the 
theory that people who conld have trans- 
iterred money enough from London to have 
relieved this m arket have believed the 
stringency here was only temporary, and 
that for the short time in which they 
would get high rates for money it would 
not pay to bring it here. 
There is an active demand for money all 
over Ihe country, and before there is any 
decided relief to the New York money 
m arket there will necessarily by a decided 
break in the exchange point, which will 
bring back some of the gold sent out one 
month ago. The total stock of silver bul­ 
lion in the country, say $7,000,000 in the 
Atlantic seaboard cities and $2,000,000 in 
San Francisco, Omaha, Kansas City, St. 
Louis and Denver, or say $9,000,000 in all, 
has been almost entirely accumnlated in the 
last six months.

GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 


E aste rn C olorado an d W estern K ansas 
Suffering from a D rought. 
D enver, August 21st.—The effect of the 
sum m er’s drought in Eastern Colorado and 
Western Kansas begins to look gloomy. 
The cool weather of the past few days 
causes the settlers in the dry districts "to 
wonder where their winter supplies are to 
come from. 
A great m any of them have 
only their claims, and not all of those are 
proven up, so they have nothing to sell 
and nothing to borrow upon. 
A committee reached Denver 
to-day 
from eastern Arapahoe county, Col., sent 
by the settlers of that district in quest of 
aid, which will no doubt be generously 
furnished them, as Colorado, as a whole, 
has been blessed with unusually good 
crops, so that the State will be amply 
provided to take csre of those who have 
settled upon the plains íd the eastern por­ 
tion of the State, bnt Western Kansas, 
which comprises a much larger area, and 
where not even vegetables have grown the 
past year, will no doubt have to call upon 
the rest for assistance before the winter 
blasts are over. 
Already hundreds of families have come 
to Colorado from Western Kansas, where 
they report that the corn, wheat and oats 
that were planted in some districts still re­ 
main in the ground, or have been eaten by 
birds. There is not enough moisture in the 
ground to sprout it until the fall rains set 
in. 
A week or two ago at Colorado 
Springs, quite a Dumber of Kansas families 
were living in tents. Ail seem to be thriv­ 
ing and in good health, having secured 
work there since their arrival. 


W ASHINGTON NOTES. 


An A greem ent R eached on th e L and 
F o rfeitu re B ill. 
W ashington, Augnst 21st.—The confer­ 
ence on the laud grant forfeiture bill has 
practically reached an agreement. 
The 
terms of agreement are generally upon the 
principle of the bill as it passed the House 
—t. e. the absolute forfeiture of all lands 
opposite to and contiguous with the por­ 
tion of any aided railway not now com­ 
pleted. 
The Director of the Mint to-day autho­ 
rized the Superintendent of the Mint at 
Philadelphia to make advances on silver 
bars as soon as received, in order to relieve 
the stringency in the New Y’ork market. 
The Treasury Department this evening 
issued a circular providing for redemption 
before September ol $20,000,00044 percent, 
bonds, and will, after September 1st, pre­ 
pay to the owners of bonds so received all 
interest to the same bonds to and includ­ 
ing Angnst 31, 1891, without rebate or 
interest. The circular of August 19;h is 
hereby recinded. 


LAND DECISION. 


A H om estead E ntry R eq u ires th e E stab ­ 
lishm ent of a Hom o. 
W ashington, Augnst 21st.—The Secre­ 
tary of the Interior to-day sffirmed the de­ 
cision of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office in the case of J. C. Dougherty 
versus Mitchell Richardson, wherein Rich­ 
ardson's homestead entry for land in the 
H um boldt (California) District was held 
for cancellation. Dougherty contested and 
alleged that Richardson had abandoned his 
claim. 
The Secretary in his decision says that 
residence in good faith requires the estab­ 
lishment and maintenance of a home on 
the land to the exclusion of one elsewhere, 
and as it was shown that Richardson did 
not make his home in good faith unon bis 
claim, the Commissioner's 
decision 
is 
affirmed. 


TENSION COMMISSIONER RAUM. 


T he C harges A gainst H im B eing In v esti­ 
g ated . 
W ashington, Angnst 21st—The Raum 
investigation was resumed this morning. , 
Cooper, who made the charges, made a 
brief explanation of his position, a fte r1 


which R au'j! took the Btand. Witness de­ 
nied that any employe of the Pension Of­ 
fice, sar,e himaelf, ever owned stock in the 
Refrigerator Company, and consequently 
the charge that employes had been pro- 
tr.oted because of such ownership was 
false. Cooper then demanded to see the 
books of the company, but Raum refused 
to produce them . H e was willing that 
members of the committee should inspect 
the Btock-book of the company, b at not 
that it should go into the records. Mr. 
Raum said Cooper gave the press every­ 
thing he got hold of, and had made pnblic 
documents intrusted to him for inspection 
in the Committee on Rules. Cooper in­ 
sisted apon seeing the books himself, and 
upon the committee refusing, gathered up 
his books and papers nnd left the room. 
The committee then resumed investigation 
on its own hook. 
Commissioner Raum said he had bor­ 
rowed $12,000 upon the indorsement of 
George O. Lemon, and renewed the notes 
from tim e to time. The refrigerator com­ 
pany was organized last January, aDd was 
composed of men of high standing. He 
never gave priority to any claims of Lemon 
or any other attorney. Lemon was anxions 
' to have his cases before the pension office 
pnshed along. H e presented a num ber of 
slips, each relating to the case which was 
reported to be ready for action. The wit­ 
ness was asked to make up twenty-five or 
thirty casc-s and present his views. This 
4ras done. 
The witness presented Lemon’s letter to 
the committee and it was read. It inclosed 
thirty complete pension cases dated No­ 
vember 16th last, and expressed the hope 
that the Bureau would begin the practice of 
considering such complete cases im medi­ 
ately. The teller was referred to the Dep­ 
uty Commissioner for a report. 
H e re­ 
ported against the plan, therefore witness 
made no order, written or verbal, for tak­ 
ing up Lemon’s cases in advance of the 
regalar order. 
Raum said that after further exam ina­ 
tion and consideration of the m atter he, 
on December 23d, issued an order concern­ 
ing the complete files on which were pat 
■the cases that seemed to be most complete 
and ready for adjudication. This bad the 
effect of greatly expediting the work of the 
office. Captain Lemon had nothing to do, 
he asserted, with the preparation of this or 
any subsequent order. 
Representative Cooper was requested by 
the committee to return and resam e con­ 
nection with the case, which he did, and
